NOTICE OF RULE MAKING – Pre-proposal #13-11 
 
The Washington State Liquor Control Board has entered into the initial stage of  
rulemaking to create a new rule to prohibit marijuana consumption at liquor  
licensed premises 
 

Rules are needed to implement section 21 of Initiative 502 which states that it is 
unlawful to open a package containing marijuana, useable marijuana, or a marijuana 
infused product, or consume marijuana, useable marijuana, or a marijuana infused 
product, in view of the general public.
